Among the novel characteristics possessed by this new 
variety which distinguishes it from other varieties of which I 
15 am aware, is its orange-red flowers. 

Asexual reproduction by propagation by budding of the new 
variety onto 'Dr. Huey' rootstock as performed in Wasco, 
California shows that the foregoing and other distinguishing 
characteristics come true to form and are established and 
20 transmitted through succeeding propagations.
